Taking a shot 
gun 
along they went out to the patch 
after dark and had been there only 
a few minutes when the parties 
were seen to enter.

scare them away, the gun was fired 
into the air. when the fire was re­ 
turned and Lester Blount shot as 
reported. 
The same 
five 
boys 
were seen together later on after 
the shooting.
